Kowarski left Buenos Aires somewhat offended on 12 October 1950 on Panair do 
Brasil's Flight No. 264 en route to Brazil,#

4. Kowarski was accompanied to this lecture by the French AmbassaJjor to Argentina, 
Guillaume Georges-Picot, and the French Press Attache, Andre Tunis, He was 
received by Juan Blaquier, Dean of the Facultad de Ciencias Exactas, Fisieas y 
Naturales and President of the Instituto de la Universidad de Paris, Tuo employees 
of the Argentine National Commission for Atomic Energy were present, one of whom 
took shorthand notes while the other operated a wire recorder, Several members 
of the Direecion de Fabricaciones Militares were also present, Other Argentine 
military and selentific notables who attended the lecture were:
